HOW TO MAKE THE BOWL 


Abbreviations 

k2tog: knit 2Sts together 
rent: remaining 
st(s): stitch (es) 

Tension 

Approximately 4 sts and 8 rows 
to 2.5cm Clin) over garter stitch, 
using 5.5mm needles. Note that this 
tension is just a guide, and tt is not 
critical for this project. 


Note - The bowl is made in one 

of garter stitch. Work even for the 
sides, then decrease for the base. 
Sewing up involves a single seam 
along the edges, and the ends are

With 5.5mm needles, cast on 40 sts. 
Work even in garter stitch for 20 rows. 

Base 

Round 1 - (K2tog, K8) 4 times. 36 sts. 
Round 2 - (K7, k2tog) 4 times. 32 sts. 


Round 4 - (K5, k2tog) 4 times. 24 sts. 
Round 5 - (K2tog, K4) 4 times. 20 sts. 
Round 6 - (K 3 , k2tog) 4 times. 16 sts. 
Round 7 - (K2tog, K2) 4 times. 12 sts. 
Round 8 - (Ki. k2tog) 4 times. 8 sts. 

Break off yam leaving a tail 
for sewing and leaving rem sts 

To make up 

With a darning needle, thread the 
yarn through the remaining 8 sis, 
pull tight to dose and secure with 
a knot. Sew the base seam andside

Front and Back (both alike) 

Using 6mm needles and Bracken, 


Shape Top 

Work in garter stitch throughout. 
Row is (K4, k2tog), rep to end. 30sts 
Rows 2-4: Work even in garter st. 
Row 5: (K 3i k2tog), rep to end. 24sts 
Rows 6-8: Work even in garter st. 
Row 9: (k2, k2tog), rep to end. i8sts 
Row 10-12: Work even in garter st. 
Row 13: (K2tog), rep to end. 9sts 


Row 12: K2tog, K3, k2tog. ssts 
Row 13: P2tog, Pi, p2tog. 3StS 
Row 14: Ki, l<2tog. Pass the first stitch 
over, and pull the end through to cast 


Break the yarn, leaving a long tail. 
Thread the tail through the needle 
and run a line of gathering sts around 


Dam in all loose yam ends. Sew me 
rear seam. Then, sew one piece of 
holly and one berry onto the top of 
the cosy, as shown in the photo.
